under that plauſible invitation ſeldom fails of 

meeting with acceptance. If we bear at any 

time a Deſcription of ſome remote Corner m 
the Indies Cried in our Streets, we preſently 
conclude we may have ſome Divertiſement in 
Reading of it; when in the mean time, 
there are a Thouſand things nearer us that 
may engage our thoughts to better purpoſes , 
and the knowledge of which may ſerve more 
to promote onr ' true Intereſt, and the 
Hiſtory of Nature. It is a piece of weakneſs 
and folly merely to value things becauſe of 
their diſtance from the place where we'are 
Born: Thus Men have Travelled far enough 
inthe ſearch of Foreign Plants and Animals, 
and yet continue ſtrangers to thoſe produced 
 #n their own natural Climate. Therefore I 
preſume that this following Relation will not 
- prove unprofitable or diſpleaſng, unleſs the 
great Advantages of Truth and unaffefted

plainneſs may do it a prejudice, in the Opie. . 
ation of ſuch as are more nice and childiſh 
than ſolid and judicious. 

The Ingenious Author of this Treatiſe is 
a Perſon whoſe Candor and Integrity guard 
him againſt all AfﬀeFtation and Vanity; and 
his great deſire to propagate the Natural 
Hiſtory of the Iſles of Scotland, makes 
him relate, without any diſguiſe, the ſeveral 
particulars that fell under his accurate Ob- 
ſervation. He was prompted by a generous 
Curioſity to undertake a Voyage through ſee 
veral Iſles to St.Kilda(the particular account 
whereof you have in the following Treatiſe ) 
and that in an open Boat, to the almoſt ma» 
nifeſt hazard of his life, . ſince the Seas and 
T ides in thoſe Rocky Iſlands are more in- 
conſtant and raging than im moſt other places. 
T here is nothing related in the following Ace 
count, but what be vouches to be true, ei- 
ther from his own particular Obſervation, 
or elſe from the conſtant and harmoniogs 
Teſtimony that was given bim by the Inhabi-

Pla, and [0 little inclined to Impoſe upon 
Mankmd, that perhaps no place in the World 
at this day, knows ſuch Inſtances of true

vourmg Animals. 

The Author, perhaps, might have put 
theſe Papers into the Hands of ſome who 
were capable of giving them the politeft turns 
of Phraſe, and of makin ſome pretty Ex- 
curfions upon ſeveral dl phfſages in them; but 
he thought the Intelligent and Philoſophick 
part of Mankind would value the "Truth 
more in ſuch Accounts, than any thing that 
can be borrowed from Art, or the advantages 
of more refined Language: ; and ſuch do

admure the original ſpring of - Power and

Hehimſelf was Borit im one of the 
ſpacious and fertile Iſles in the Weſt of 
Scotland; and beſides his Laberal Educati- 
on at the Univerſity, had the advamtage-of 
feeing Foreign Places, and the honour of 
Converſing with ſome of the Royal Society, 
who raiſed his natural Curiofity to ſurvey 
the Iſles of Scotland more exattly than any 
other; in proſecution of which deſign be has 
already brought along with him ſeveral cari- 
ons Produttions of Nature, both rare and 
beautiful in their kind; which were never 
ſeen nor known bere before ; and, perhaps, 
there be few that have the Jame advantages 
of doing it to purpoſe, be bemg generally 
acquainted with moſt of the better fort, and

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Rick of an enſuing Storm 3 bur che 
ſame appearing ſometimes in Sum- 
mer, before exceſſive Heat, this was 
{lighted by the Crew. Bur as we ad- 
vanced about two Leagues further, 
upon the Coaſt of the Ifle Pabbay, the 
former Signs appeating more conſpi- 
cuouſly, we were forc d unanimouſly 
to conclude a Storm was approaching, 
which occaſion'd a Motion for our Re- 
turn ; but the Wind and Ebb-Tide 
concurring, determin'd us to purſue 
our Voyage, in hopes to arrive at our 
delired Harbour, before the Wind or 
Storm ſhould riſe, which we judged 
would not be ſuddenly : Bur our fond 
Imagination was not ſeconded with a 
_ Event, as appears by the Sequel ; 

r we had ſcarce fail'd a League fur- 
ther;, when the Wind inclin'd more 
Southerly, and alter'd . our Meaſures ; 
we endeavourd by the help of our 
Oars to reach , the Faw-sker Rocks, 
| ; ſome 
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{ome Four Leagues tothe South-Coaſk, 
which we were not able to effe&t, th6 
we conſum'd the Night in this vain'ex- 
pectation, » By this time we are fo far 
advancd-in the Ocean, that: after a 
ſecond Motion for our Return, it was 
not found practicable , eſpecially ſince 
we could not promiſe to ferch an 

Point of Scotland 3 this obliged us-to 
make the beſt of . our way for St: Kil- 
da, though labouring under the Dilad- 
vantages of Wind and Tide almoſt 
contrary to us. Our Crew became 
extremely fatigu'd and diſcouraged 
without ſight of Land for Sixteen 
Hours ; at length one of our Number 
diſcovered ſeveral Tribes of the Fowls 
of St. Kilda flying, holding their 
Courle Southerly of us, which ( to 
ſome. of our Crew ) was: a demon- 
ſtration we had loſt: our Coutle, by 
the Violence of the Flood 'and Wind 
both concurring to, carry us Northerly, 
B 3 though 
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though we ſteer d by our Compaſs right 
Weſt. | 

| — Inhabitants of St. 'Kilda take 
their Meaſures from the Flight of thoſe 
Fowls , when the Heavens are not 
clear, as from a ſure Compaſs, Expe- 
rience ſhewing that every Tribe of - 
Fowls bends Feir Courſe ro their re- 
ſpe&ive Quarters, though out of ſight 
of the Iſle; this appeared clearly -in 
our gradual Advances ; and their Mo- 
tion Gag comptr'd did exactly qua- 
drate with our Compaſs. The Inha- 
birants rely ſo much upon this Obſer- 
vrtion, that they prefer it to the ſureſt 
Compaſs; but we begg'd their Pardon 
co differ from them , thotigh at the 
ſame time we could not deny but their 
Rule was as certain as our Compaſs. 
While we were in this ſtare, one of 
our Number eſpid the Ifle Borera, 
near Three Leagues North of 'St. Kil- 
4a; which wasthen about Four Leagues 
wy HIS C4 1A fps Cos 6 
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to-the South of us ; this. was a joylal 
Sight, and begot new Vigor in our 
Men, who being refreſh'd with Vietu- 
als, low'ring Maſt and Sail, rowed to 
a Miracle: While they were tugging 
at the Oars,' we plied them with Plen- 
ty of Aqua YVite to ſupport them, 
whoſe borrow'd Spirits did fo far waſte 
their own, that upon our Arrival at 
Borera, there was ſcarce one of our 
| Crew able to manage Cable or An» 
chor : We arrivd there, and put in 
under the hollow of an extraordinary 
high Rock, to the North of this Ifle, 
which was all covered with a prodigi= 
ous Number .of Solan Geele hatching 
in their Neſts; the Heavens were dark- 
ned by thoſe flying above our heads ; 
their Excrements were in ſuch quanti- 
ty, that they gave a Tin&ture to the 
Sea, and at the ſame time fſullied our 
Boat and Cloaths: T'wo of them con- 
firmed the Truth of what has been

Sir John Narbrough, and all Seamen, 
call ir St. Kilda; and in Sea Maps 
St, Kilder, particularly in a Dutch Sea 
Map from' Ireland to Zeland, publiſh- 
ed ar Amſterdam by Peter Goas in the 
Year 1663, wherein the Iſle of 
St. Kilda-is placed due Weſt betwixt 
Fifty and Sixty Miles from the middle 
& the Lewis, and the Ie anſwers di- 
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xeRly ro the Fifry Eighth Dogon of 
Northern Latitude, as marked up. 
the ends of. the Map, and from it lies 
Rokol, a {mall Rock Sixty Leagues to 
the Weſtward of St. Kilda.; the Inhabi- 
rants of. this place call ic Rokabarra z 
this Map contains the ſoundings of 
fome places near- St. Kilda; rhele not 
exceeding Twenty or "Thirty Fachom, 
it contains only the larger.lle, and a 
part of the Leſſer Ifles z this and is 
alſo called St. Kilda, ' by a Compan 
of French and. Spaniards', who lol 
their'Ship at Rokol. in the Year 1686, 
which they Nam'd to the Inhabircancs 
of St. Kilda, whoſe Latitude is Fifry 
ſeven Degrees and Three Minutes, 
The Air here. is ſharp and whok- 
ſome ; the Hills are often covered. 
with: ambient White Miſts , which in 
Winter are 'Forerunners of Snow, if 
hey contique..on the - T'ops of the- 
Hills ; and.ia Summer, if only.on'the 
_—— "2208 Tops 
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Tops; of (the Hills, they prognoſticate 
Rain: ; and when, they deſcend to: the 
Valleys-ic is a-Prognoftick: of -exceſ- 
five Heac.. The. Night here abour 
the- time.:of the Summer Solſtice ex 
ceeds not an: Hour. in length, eſpe- 
cially if the Seaſon is fairs, «rhet the 
Sun diſappears bart for a ſhorr ſpace, 
the-Reflex. from the Sea being all the 
time viſible; the Harveſt and Winter 
are-liable- tro. great Winds -and* Rain;

St. Kilda:is Two Miles long from 
Eaſt roWeſt ; from South to North One 
Mule in. breadth ; Five: Miles in Cir- 
cumference., and is - naturally fenc'd 
with one- continued Face of a Rock of 
great height, except a parr of the Bay, 
which lies-to the South»Eaſt, and is ge- 
nerally well fenced with a raging = 1

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This Bay is one Half Mile in length, 
and another in' breadth; ir is not or» 
dinary for any Veſtels to Anchor with- 
in this Bay, in caſe of a Storm, 'for 
this might: endanger them ; thetefore 
they drop Anchor without at the En 
try, judging it the ſecureſt place: The 
only place for landing here, is on. the 
North fide-of this Bay, upon a Rock 
with a lictle declination, which is flip- 
pery, being cloathed with ſeveral forts

ac e, it being ſeldom withour a 
raging Sea, except under favour of 'a

Prejudices. A few hands may be ca- 
pable of reſiſting ſome hundreds, if 
the above-mentioned Weapons be bur 
made uſe of, Thoſe Four Mountains 
are fac'd on that fide which regards the 
Sea, with Rocks of extraordinary 
height; che Hill Conagir on the North 
ſide, is about T'wo hundred Fathom 
height, -perpendicularly above the'Sea. . 


There areround this I{le Four Arches

the trop two ' Fathom thick, and very 
ſtrong, the Cattle feeding upon-it. 
There are ſeveral Veins of different 
Stone to be ſeen in the Rocks of the 
South-Eaſt Bay ; upon the. North {ide 
| of this Rock is one as it were cut out 
| by Nature, reſembling a Tarras-Walk. 
The Chryſtal grows under the Rock at 
the Landing-place ; this Rock mult be 
| pierc'd a Foot or two deep, before the 
| Chryſtal can be had from the Bed of 
= Sand where it lies; the Water ar the 
bottom 1s of a black Colour; the lar- 
geſt Piece is notabove four Inches lon 
and abour two in Diameter, each Piece 
Sexangular. 

Upon the Weſt {ide of this Ifle there 
is a Valley with a Declination towards 
the Sea, having a Rivuler running 
C 3 chrough 
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through the middle of it, on each 
fide of which is an Aſcent of half a 
Mile; all which Piece of Ground is 
call'd by the Inhabitants, The Female 
Warrior's Glen : This Amazon is fa- 
mous in their Traditions : Her Houſe 
or Dairy of Stone is yet extant'; ſome 
of the Inhabitants dwell in-it all Sum+ 
mer , though it be ſome Hundred 
Years old ; the whole is built of Stone, 
without any Wood, Lime, Earth, or 
Mortar to cement it, and is bnilt in 
form of a Circle Pyramid-wiſe towards 
che Top, having a Vent in it, the Fire 
being always in the Centre of the. 
Floor ; the Stones are long and thin, 
which ſupplies the defe&t of Wood : 
The Body of this Houſe contains not 
above Nine Perſons fitting ;' there are 
three Beds or low Vaults that go off 
the ſide of the Wall, a Pillar betwixr 
each Bed , which contains five Men 
apiece ; at the Entry to one of _ 
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low Vaults is 4 Scone Rtanding upon 
one cnd fix'd 5 npon this they lay ſhe 
ordinarily laid her Helmer ; there are 
ewo Stones 'on the' other hde, npon 
which ſhe is reporred to have laid her 
Sword : - She is (aid to have been mach 
addicted to Hutiting, and tha in her 
cime all the ſpace berwixt this Ile and 
that of Harries, was one continued 
Tradt of Dry Land. There was ſome 
years ago a Pair of large Deers-horns

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\ _ Inthis Iſle there are plenty of excel- 
lent Fountains, or Springs ; That near 
the Female Warriors Houſe is reputed 
ro be the beſt, the Name of i K's 
bir-nim,$uey , importing. no. lels 
thEWell of Qualities or. Virtues it 
runneth from Eaſt to Weſt, being fixt) 
Paces Aſcent above the Sea : I drank 
| of it twice, an Engliſh Quart at cach 
time; it is very clear, exceeding cold, 
light, and diuretick ;, I was, not: able 
to. hold my hands in it above a few 
Minutes , in. regard of its ,Coldnels; 
the Inhabitants of Harries find it cf- 
fetual againſt Windy-Chollicks, Gra- 
vel, Head-aches; this Well hath a 
Cover of Stone, . 

" There is a very large Well near the 
Town, called St. Kilder's Well ; from 
which the Iſland is ſuppos'd toderive its 
Name ; this Water is not inferior to 
that above-mentioned ; it- runneth to 
the South-Eaſt from the North-Weſt. 
«. up There 
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There is another Well wichin half a 
Mile of this, nam'd after one Contrdan, 
an hundred Paces above the Sea, and 
runneth from North-Weſt towards the 
South-Eaſt, having a Stone Cover. 

Within twelve Paces of this is a lit- 
tle and excellent Fountain, whichthole 
of Harries and St. Kilda, will needs call 
by the Author's Name, and were then 
reſolved to give .it a Cover of Stone, 
{uch as is above deſcrib'd. 

There is a celebrated Well ifluing 
out 'of the Face of a Rock on the 
North-ſide of the Eaſt Bay, called by 
the Inhabitants and others, The Well of 
Vouthz but is only acceſſible by the In- 
habitants, no Stranger daring to climb 
the ſteep Rock; the Water of it is re- 
ceived, as it falls, into the Sea ; it runs 
towards the South-Eaſt. The Taſte 
of the Water of thoſe Wells: was ſo 
pleaſant, .chat for ſeveral Weeks after, 
the beſt Fountains in the adjacent Iſles 
did 
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did not reliſh with me. There is a 
Rivuler runneth cloſe by the Town, 
and another larger beyond Kilder's 
Well ; this laſt ferves for waſhing Lin- 
nen, which it doth as well withour 
Soap, as other Water does with it ;. of 
this we had Experience, which was a 
Confirmation of what had been re- 
ported to us concerning. this Water : 
We ſearched if in the Brinks we could 
diſcover any Fullers-Earth, but found 
none ; we diſcovered. ſome Pieces of 
Fron-Ore in ſeveral places of it; this 
Rivulet drops from the Moffy Ground 
in the top of the Hills. 

"The whole Iſland is one bard Rock, 
form'd into four high Mountains, 
three of which are im the middle; all 
thinly covered with black or brown 
Earth, not above a Foot, ſome places 
half a foot. deep, except the top of 
the Hills, where it is above three Foot 
deep, and affords them good __— 
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the Graſs is very ſhorr bur kindly, pro- 
ducing plenty of Milk; the number 
of 'Sheep commonly maintained. in 
Se. Kilda , and'the two adjacent Ifles , 
does not exceed Two bhoofend and ge- 
nerally they are Speckled, fome White, 
ſome Philamort,and are of anordina 
ſize; ' they do not reſemble Goats in 
any thing, as Buchanan was informed, 
except in their Horns, which are ex- 
traordinary large, particularly thoſe in 
the leſſer Iſles. 

The number of Horſes exceeds not 
Eighteen, all of 'a Red Colour, very 
low, and ſmooth Skinn'd, being only 
employed in carrying their Turf and 
Corn, and at the Anniverſary Caval- 
cade, of which hereafter. The Cows 
that are about Ninety Head, ſmall and 


| = , all of them having their Fore- 


eads White and Black, which is diſcer- 
nable at a grear diſtance, are of a low 
ſtature, but far and ſweer Beef; the 
Dogs, 
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Dogs, Cats, and all/the Sea-Fowls of 
this Iſle are Speckled. 

The Soil is very grateful to the La- 
bouter, producing ordinarily Sixteen, 
Eighteen, or Twenty Fold lome- 
times ; heir Grain is only Bear, and 
ſome Oats; -the Barley is the largeſt 
produced 1 54 all the Weſtern Ifles ; they 
uſe no Plough but a. kind- of crooked 
Spade ; their, Harrows are of Wood, 
as are the Teeth in the front alſo, and 
all the reſt ſupplied only with long 
tangles of Sea-ware tied to the Har- 
row by the: {mall ends; the Roots 
hanging looſe behind , ſcatter . the 
code broken by the Wooden Tecth ; 
this they are forced to uſe for want of 
Wood. - Their Arable Land is . very 
nicely parted into Ten Diviſions , 
and theſe into Subdiviſions, each Di- 
viſion agathen by the Name of

of Strangers ſeveral times; it was ta- 
ken notice of this Year before our Ar- 
riyal, which they aſcribe to my com- 
ing there, as the only Stranger ; the 

Miniſter having been there before. 
The Sea-Fowls are, firſt, Gairfowl, 
being the ſtatelieſt, as well as the Largeſt 
of all the Fowls here, and above the 
Size of a Solan Gooſe, of a Black 
Colour, Red abour the Eyes, a large 
' White Spot under each Eye, a long 
broad Bull ; ſtands ſtately, his whole 
Body erected, his Wings thor, he Fly- 
eth not art all, lays his Egg upon the 
bare Rock, which, if taken away,” he 
lays no more for that Year ; he isPal- 
mipes, or Whole-Footed, and has the 
Hatching Spot upon his Breaſt, 5. e. a 
bare Sport from which - the.

The 
Inhabitants are accuſtomed to drink it 
raw, having from Expericnce found it 
to be very Pectoral; and Cephalick. 
The Solan Geeſe Hatch by turns; when 
it - returns from its Fiſhing , carries 
along with it Five or Six Herrings in 
its Gorget, all entire and undigeſted, 
upon- whoſe arrival at the Nelt, the 
. Hatching Fowl puts its Head in the 
Fiſher's Throat, and pulls out the Fiſh 
with its Bill as with a Pincer, and that

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with very great noiſe ; which I had oc- 
caſion | 4 cos to: obſerve. . They 
continue to pluck Grals for their Neſts 
from their coming in March till the 
Young Fowl is ready to Fly in Auguſt 
or September, according as the Inhabi- 
rants take or leave the Firſt or Second 
Eggs. It's remarkable of thens, that 
they never pluck Graſs but. on a Wins 
dy day ; the reaſon of which I enqui- ' 
red of the Inhabitants, who ſaid, that 

a Windy day is the Solan Goole's 
Vacation from Fiſhing,, and they be- 
ſtow it upon this Employment, which 
proves fatal ro many of them; for af- 
rer-their fatigue they®tten fall aſleep, 
and the Inhabitants laying hold onghis 
opportunity,are ready at hand to knock 
them on the Head ; their Food is Her- 
ring, Mackrels, and Syes ; Engliſh

both of Young and Old Solan Geele,

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than the Iſles Twenty Leagues diſtant ; 
the Fiſh pulling away the Hooks in 
thoſe Iſles go to St. Kilda, or are car- 
ried by the Old Geeſe thicher ; whe- 
ther of the two the Reader is at liber- 
ty to judge. | 
The-'Solan Geeſe are always the fu- 
reſt ſign of Herrings, for where-ever 
| the one is ſeen, the other is always not 
far off, There is a Tribe of Barren 
Solan Geele which have no Nefts, and 
fit upon the bare Rock ; theſe are not 
the Young Fowls of an Year Old, 
whoſe dark Colour would ſoon di- 
ftinguiſh them, bur Old ones, in all 
things like the Aſt ; theſe have a Pro- 
vince, as it were, allotted to them, 
and are in a ſeparated ſtate from the 
others, having a Rock -T wo hundred 
Paces diſtant from all other ; neither 
do they meddle with, or approach to 
thoſe Hatching, or any other Fowls ; 


they Sympathize and Fiſh together 


this 
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this: being told me by the Inhabicants, 
was afterwards confirmed to me ſeveral 
times by my own Obſeryation. 

The Solan Geele have always ſome 
of their Number that keep Centinel in 
the Night-time, and if they are ſur- 
prized, (as it often happens) all that 
Flock are taken one after another ; bur 
if the Centinet be awake at the ap- 
proach of the creeping Fowlers, and . 
hear a Noiſe, it cries folly, Grog, Grog, 
at which the Flock move not ; but if 
this Centinel ſee or hear the Fowler 
approaching, he cries quickly, Bir, Bir, 
which would ſeem to import danger, 
ſince immediately after, all the Tnbe 
rake Wing, leaving the Fowler empty 
on the Rock, to return home re m- 
fea, all his Labour for that Night be- 
ing ſpent in vain. Here is a large 
Field of Diverſion for Apollonius Tyane- 
us, Who is ſaid to have Travelled 
many Kingdoms over, to Learn 
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the Language of Beaſts and Birds. 
- + Beſides this way of ſtealing upofi 
them in the Night-time, they are alſo 
catched in common Gins of Horle- 
Hair, from which they do ſtruggle leſs 
to extricate themſelves than any ather 
Fowl, notwithſtanding their bignels 
and ſtrength ; they are alſo caught in 
the Herring Loches with a Board ſet 
on purpoſe to float above Water, up- 
it a Herring is fixed, which the Gooſe 
ror flies up to a competent 
eight, until he finds himſelf making 
a' ſtrait line above the Fiſh, and then 
bending his . courſe perpendicularly 
piercing the Air, as an Arrow from 
a Bow, hits the Board, into which he 
runs his.

The Fulmar is a ſure Prognoſticator 
of the Weſt Wind; if he comes to 
Land, there is no Weſt Wind to be ex- 
pected for ſome time, but if he. keeps 
at Sea, or goes to Sea from the Land, 
whether the Wind blow from the South, 
North, or Eaft, or whether it is a per- 
fect Calm, his keeping the Sea is al- 
ways a certain preſage of an approach- 
ing Weſt Wind ; from this Quarter he 
1s obſerved to return with his Prey ; 
his Egg. is large as that of a Solay 
Gooſe, Whice in Colour, ſharp at one 
end, ſomewhat. blunt at the 57 RE:

; Eyery Fowl lays an Egg Three dif- 
ferent times ( except the Gair-fowl and 
Fulmar, which lay but once ) , if the 
Firſt or Second Egg be taken away, 
every Fowl lays bur one other Egg that 
Year, except the Sea-Malls, 0 they 
ordinarily-lay the Third Egg, whether 
che Firſt and Second Eggs be taken 
away, -Or no. 


The Inhabirants obſerve, That when 


the April Mon goes far in May, the | 
Fowls are Ten or Twelve Days later 


a 
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in laying their Eggs, than ordinarily 
they uſe to be. 

The Inhabitants likewiſe ſay, That 
of theſe Fowls, there firſt come over 
ſome' Spies, or Harbingers,. eſpecially 
of the Solan Geele, tow ring about the 
Ilands where therr Neſts are, andthat 
when they have made a Review thereof 
they Fly away, and in Two or Three 
Days after, the whole Tribe are ſeen 
coming. Whither the Fowls Fly, and 
where they ſpend their Winter, the In- 
habitants are utterly ignorant of. 

The. Eggs are found to be of an 
Aſtringent and Windy Quality to 
Strangers, but, it ſeems, arenorſo to the 
Inhabitants, who are uſed to Eat them 
from the Neſt. , Our Men upon their 
arrival Eating  greedily of them be- 
came Coſftive and Feveriſh, ſome had 
the Hemorrhoid Veins (well'd; Mr. Camp- 
bell and I were at no ſmall trouble be- 
fore we could reduce them to their or- 
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dinary Temper ; we ordered a Glifter 
for them made of theRoots of Sedges, 


Freſh Butter, and Salt, which, being 


adminiſtred, had its wiſh'd-for effect ; 
the Inhabitants reckoned this an extra- 
ordinary performance, being, it ſeems, 
the firſt of this kind they ever had oc- 
calion to hear of. 

They preſerve their Eggs common- 
ly in their Stone-Pyramids, ſcattering 
the burnt Aſhes of Turt under and 
about them, to defend chem from the 
Air, drineſs being their only Preſerva- 
tive, and moiſture their Corruption 
they preſerve them Six, Seven, or 
Eight Months, as abovelaid; and then 
they become Appetizing and Loofe- 


ning, eſpecially thoſe that” begin . to 


rurn. 

That ſuch a great Number of Wild 
Fowls are ſo Tame, as to be cafily ta- 
ken by the Rods and Gins, is not to 
be much admired by any who will be 
at 
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at the pains to conſider the reaſon, 
which is the great Inclination of Pro- 
pagating their Species; ſo powertul is 
that ey, or Natural Aﬀection for their 
Off-ſpring, thar they chule rather to 
. die upon the Egg, or Fowl, than eſcape 
with their own Lives, ( which they 
could do in a Minute ) and leave ets 
ther of theſe to be deſtroyed. 

It deſerves our conſideration to re- 
flect ſeriouſly upon the natural Pro- 
penſity and Sagacity of theſe Animals 
in their Kind z which if compared with 
many Rational Creatures, do far out- 
ſtrip them, and juſtly obey the Pres 
{cript of their Natures, by living up 
unto that Inſtin& that Providence has 
given them,

H.E Inhabitants of- this Iſle are 
Originally Deſcended of thoſe 
« the adjacent Ifles, Lewis, Harries, 
South and North V iſt, Sly : Both 
Sexes are naturally very Grave, of a 
Fair Complection; ſuch as are not Fair 
are Natives only for an Age or two ; 
but their Oft-ſpring yon fairer chan 
themſelves. 

' There are Several: of them would 
þe reckoned ons Beauties of the 


firſt 
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firſt Rank, were they upon a level 
with others in their Drels. 

Both Men and Women are well 
Proportioned, nothing differing from 
tho#: of the Iſles and Continent, 
The preſent Generation comes ſhort of 
the laſt in Strength- and Longevity, 
They ſhew'd us huge big Stones carri- 
ed by the Fathers of ſome of the In- 
habitants now living ; any of which 
is a Burthen too heavy for any two of 
the preſent Inhabitants to raiſe from 
the ground; and this change is all 
within the compaſs of Forty Years. 
But notwithſtanding this, any one In- 
habiting St. Kilda, is always reputed 
ſtronger than two of the Inhabitants 
belonging to the Iſle of Harries, or the 
adjacent Iſles. Thoſe of St.. Kilda 
have generally but very Thin Beards, 
and thoſe too do not appear till they 
arrive at the Age of Thirty, and in 
ſome notrill after Thirty five; they have 
F 4 all 
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all bue a few Hairs upon the upper 
Lip, and point of the Chin. 

Both Sexes have a Liſp, but more 
eſpecially the Women, neither of the 
ewo pronouncing the Letters, d, g, 
or r. I remember a Story of a Craker 


that Liſped ( Two Years ago ), the .|. 


Boys of the place took notice of, and 
were pleaſed ro hearhim, and to Ape his 
Cry ; one of the Steward's Men bes 
holding them, enquired the meaning 
of their Noiſe, which he told them 
was Ridiculous ; they return'd anſwer, 
That it was worth his while to behold 
the ſport of a Liſping Craker, whom 
they. Aped; but the Man replied, 
That they played the Fool, for the 
Craker diverted himſelf in Lifping af- 
ter them, and charged them with that 
Imperfe&tion; the Boys no ſooner 
heard this, but away they ran, and 
left the Craker to Cry and Liſp as he

There are ſome of both. Sexes who 
have a Genius for Poetry, and are great 
admirers of Muſick : The Trump or 
Jewiſh Harp is all the Muſical inſtru- 
ment they have, which diſpoſes them 
to Dance mightily. Their Sight is ex- 


. traordinary good, and they can diſcern 


things at a great diſtance : They have 
very good Memories, and are reſolute 
in their Undertakings, Chaſte and Ho- 
neſt, and the Men reputed Jealous of 
their Wives. They Argue cloſely, 
and with leſs Paſſion than other lland- 
ers, or thoſe Inhabiting the High-lands 
on the Continent. 

They are reputed very Cunning , 
and there is ſcarce any Circumventing 
.of them in Traffick and Bartering ; 
the Voice of one is the Voice of all 
the reſt, they being all of a piece, 
their common Intereſt uniting chem 
firmly together. They Marry very 
Young, the Women at about Thirteen 
or 
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or Fonrteen Years of Age; and are nice 
in examining the Degrees of Conſan- 
guinity before they Marry. They give 
Suck to their Children for the ſpace of 
Two Years. The molt Ancient Per- 
. ſon among them at preſent, is nor 
above Eighty Years of Age. 
Providence is very favourable to 
them in this, that they are not infeſted 
with ſeveral diſeaſes which are ſo pre» 
dominant in the other Parts of the 
World ; the Diſtemper that molt pre- 
vails here, is a Spotted Fever, and that 
too confin'd /to one Tribe, to' whom 
this Diſeaſe is, as it were, become Hes 
reditary ; Others are liable to Fluxes, 
Fevers , Stitches, the Spleen; for all 
which they have but very tew Remedies; 
to get away their Stirches, they com- 
monly lie upon a warm Hearth, with 
the fide affected downwards ; this they 
look upon to be almoſt infallible for 


diſpelling the Humor , or Wind, that 
Tore 


© 
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Torments them. The Small-Pox hath 
not been heard of in this Place for ſe- 
veral Ages, except in one Inſtance, of 
Two of the Steward's Retinue, who 
not having been well recovered of ir, 
upon their Arrival here, infected One 
Man only. 

The Plants produced here, are La- 
pathum Yulgare, the Common Dock, 
Scurvy-Grals round, being large as 
the Palm of the Hand, Mille-Foll, 
Burſa Paſtoris, Silver-Weed , or Ar- 
gentine,Plantine, Sage, Chicken-Weed, 
Sorrel, long, or the common: Sorrel ; 
All-Hail, or Siderites, the \Sea-Pinck, 
Tormentil, the Scurf upon the Stones , 
which has a Drying and Healing qua- 
lity, and is likewiſe uſed for Dying. 
The Inhabitants are ignorant of the 
Virtues of theſe Herbs; they never 
had a Potion of Phyſick given them 
in their Lives, nor know any thing 
of Phlebotomy ; a Phiſician could nor 

it | expect 
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expect his Bread in this Common. 
wealth. 

- They have generally good Voices, 
and ſound Lungs; to this the Solan 
Gooſe Egg Suppd Raw doth not a 
little contribute; they are ſeldom 
troubled with a Cough, except at the 
Steward's Landing; which is no leſs 
rare, than firmly kelieved by the In- 
habitants of the adjacenr Iſles. 

Thoſe of St. Kilda, upon the whole, 
gave me this following account, That 
they always contract a Cough upon 
the Steward's Landing, and it proves a 
| greatdeal moretroubleſome to them in 

the Night-time, they then diſtilling a 
great deal of Flegm ; this Indiſpolti 
on continues for ſome Ten, Twelve, 
or Fourteen Days; the moſt Sove- 
reign Remedy againſt this Diſcaſe, is

That never any, before the Miniſter 
and my ſelf, was heard doubr of 
the truth of it; which is plainly de- 
monſtrated upon the Landing of every 
Boat; adding further, "That every,De- 
ſign was always for ſome End, but 
here there was no room for any, 
where nothing could be propoled; but 
for Confirmation of the whole, they 
appealed to the caſe of Infants at the 
Breaſt, who were likewiſe very ſubje&t 
to this Cough, but could not be ca- 
pable 
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pable of affefting it, and therefore; 
11 their Opinion, they wete* infected 

by ſuch as Lodged in their Houſes; 

There were ſcarce Young or Old in 

the Iſle whom I did not Examine par- 

ticularly -upon this Head , and all 

agreed in the Confirmation of it. They 

add farther, That when any Foreign 
Goods are brought thither, then the 

Cough is of longer Duration than 
otherwiſe. They remark, That if 
the Fever has been among thoſe of the 
Steward's Retinue, though before their 
Arrival there, ſome of the Inhabitants 
are Infefted with ic. If any of the 
Inhabicants of St: Kilda chance to live, 
though but a ſhort ſpace, in the Iſles 
of Harries, Skey, or any of the adja- 
cent Iſles, they become Meagre, and 
contract ſuch a Cough, that the Giben 
muſt be had, or elſe they muſt return 
to their Native Soil. This Giben is 
more Sovereign for removing of 
| Coughs, 
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' cauſe they love to have it frequently in 
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Coughs, being uſed by any other 
Iſlanders, than thoſe of , Se. Kilda, be-

Red Cough was over, we Strangers, 
and the Inhabitants of St. Kilda, ma- 
king up the Number of about Two 
hundred and fifry; though we had fre- 
quently affembled upon the occaſion 
of Divine Service, yet neither Youn 
nor Old among us all did ſo much as 
once Cough more. |

have been his laſt, expreſs'd to his 
Companions the great paciafaRion he 
had in meeting - with ſuth an eaſy 
paſſage out of this World; For, ſaid 
he; it is attended with no kind of Pain: 
In ſhort ; theit Opinion of Foreign 
Obje&ts is as remote from the* ors 
dinary* Sentiments of other - Mans 
K kind, 
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kind, as they are themſelves from 
all Foreign Converſe. | 


I muſt not omit acquainting the 
Reader, that the Account given of 
the Seamens Rudeneſs to the Inha- 
bitants, has created great prejudices 
in them againſt Seamen in general ; 
| and though I endeavoured to bring 
them into ſome good Opinion of 
them , it will not be, I hope, im- 
proper here to deliver the "Terms 
upon which the Inhabitants are re- 
ſolved to receive Strangers, and no 
otherwiſe ; They will not admit of 
any Number, exceeding Ten, and 
thole too muſt be Unarmed, for 
elſe the Inhabitants will oppole them 
with all their might; bur it any 
Number of them, not exceeding that 
aboveſaid , come Peaceably, and 
with good deſigns, they may expect 
Water and Fire Gratis, and what elle 

the 
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the place affords, ar the cafieſt rates 
in the World. | 
The Inhabitants of St. Kilda, are 
much, happier than the generality 
of Mankind, as being almoſt the 
only People in the World who feel 
the ſweetneſs of true Liberty : What 
rhe Condirion of the People in the 
Golden Age is feign'd by the Poets to 
be, thar theirs really is, I mean, int 
Innocency and Simplicity, Puriry, Mus 
tual Love and Cordial Friendſhip 
free from (olicitous Cares, and anxious 
Covetouſneſs ; from Envy , Deceit , 
and Difiimulation ; from Ambition 
and Pride, and the Conſequences 
that artend them. They are altos 
gether ignorant of the Vices of Fo- 
reigners, and governed by the Di- 
Etates of Reaſon and Chriſtianity , 
as it was firſt delivered to them b 
thoſe Heroick Souls whoſe Zeal 
moved them: to undergo danger and 
K 2 trouble 


_— 
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trouble to plant Religion here in 
one of the remoteſt Corners of the 
World. 

There is. this only wanting to 
make them the Happieſt People in 
this Habitable Globe, viz, That they 
themſelves do not know how happy 
they are, and how much they are 
above the Avarice and Slavery of 
the reſt of Mankind. Their way 
of living makes- them contemn Gold 
and Silver, as below the Dignity of 
Human Nature; they live by the 
Munificence of Heaven , and have 
no Deſigns upon one another, bur 
ſuch as are purely ſnggeſted by Juſtice 
and Benevolence. 

There being about Thirty of the 
Inhabitants one Day together in the 
Iſle Soa, they eſpied a Man with a 
Grey Coat and Plad, in a Shirt, 
floating on the Sea upon his Belly, 
and faw likewiſe a Mall pecking at 

| his 
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his Neck; this Viſion continued above 


a Quarter of an Hour, and then 
diſappeared ; bur ſhortly after, one 
of the Spectators chanc'd to fall in- 
ro the Sea, and being :Drowned , 
reſembled the forewarning Viſion in 
all things, and. the Mall was alſo 
ſeen upon his Neck ; this was told 
me by the Steward ſome Years be- 
fore, and afterwards was confirmed 
ro me by ſuch as were themlelves 
Eye-witneſles of it. 

None of the Inhabitants pretend- 
ed to the Second Sight, except Roderick, 
the Impoſtor, and one Woman, and 
{he told her Neighbours: that ſhe ſaw, 
ſome Weeks Wo our coming, Aa 
Boat ( different from that of the 
Steward ) with ſome Strangers in it, 
drawing near to their Iſle. 
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An Account of one Roderick, 
ſuppoſed to bave had Conver- 
ſation with a Familiar Spirit, 
and pretending to be Sent by 

_ Se. "ra the Baptiſt with 
New Revelations and Diſco-

FTER our Landing, the 

% Miniſter and I ( according to 

our firſk reſolution) examined the 

Inhabitants apart by themſelves con- 

cerning the New pretended Reli- 

gion delivered to them by their Falſe 
Propher,

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All of them, Young as well as 
Old, both Men' and Women, una- 
nimouſly agreed in' this followin 
AccGunt';z They did heartily Congra- 
tulate' the Miniſter's Arrival, ind at 


.the ſame time declared their Abhor- 


rehice of the Impoſtor's Deluſions , 
and with ' repeated Inſtances beggd 
for” the 'Lotd's fake 'that he might 
be for ever ,removed- qut of the 
Iſle, MR 

| This Impoſtor is a Comely well- 
proportioned Fellow ,” © Red-haird , 
and exceeding all the Inhabitants of- 
St. Kilda 1n Strength, Climbing, exc. 
He is Illiterate, and under the ſame 
circumſtances with his Companions, 
for he had not ſo much. as the 
Advantage of: ever ſeeing any of 
the Weſtern Iſles ; all his : Converſe 
being only with the Steward's Reti- 
nue, who were as ignorant of Letters 


25 himſelf, 
"= Tr Ia 
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In the Eighteenth Year of his 
Age, he took the Liberty of going 
to Fiſh on a Sunday, (a pradtice 
alrogether unknown in / St. Kilda ) ; 
and he aſſerts, That in his return 
homeward,” a Man in Lowland Drels, 
i. e. a Cloak and Hat, appeared to - 
him upon the Road; at this un- 
expected Meeting, Roderick, falls flat 
on the Ground in ' great diſorder ; 
upon which this Man deſired him 
not to be ſurprized at his Preſence, 
for he was John the Baptiſt imme- 
diately come from Heaven with 
good Tidings to . the Inhabitants: of 
that place, who had been for a long 
time kept in Ignorance and Error ; 
that he had Commiſſion to Infſtruct 
Roderick, in the Laws of Heaven for 
the Edification of his Neighbours : 
Roderick, anſwered, That he was no 
way qualified for fo great a Charge 
the precended John Baptiſs defired 
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him to be' of 'g00d Courage, for 
he would inſtantly” make him capa- 
ble for his Miſſion, and then deli- 
vered to him the following Scheme, 
in which he fo mixed the lauda- 
ble ' Cuſtoms of the Church with 
his own Diabolical Inventions, that 
it became impoſfible for 1o [onorant 
a People as they, to diſtinguiſh the 
one” from the other. 

The Firſt and Principal Com» 
mand which he impoſed upon them, 
was thar of the Friday's Faſt, whi ich 
he enjoined to be oblerved with 
fuch ftriftnefs, as nor ro allow one 
of them to taſte any kind of Food 
before Night ; ro, nor ſo much as 
4 Stuff of "Tobacco, which they love 
dearly ; this. bare Faſt, without any 
Relig; ous Exercife attending it, was 
the firſt Badge and Cognizanc of 
his Followers. He perſuaded the 
People, that ſome of their Deceaſed 
Neigh- 


bu 
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Neighbours were Nominated Saints 
in Heaven, and Advocates for ther 
here who ſurvivd-; he told, every 
one had his reſpeQive Advocate ; the 
Anniverſary of every Saint, was « to 
be commemorated by every Perſon 
under whoſe Tumglage they were re 
puted".to be. And this was obſer- 
ved by Treating the Neighbours 
with a liberal Entertainment of Beef 
or Mutton, Fowls, &c. the Impoſtor 
himſelf being always the chief Gueſt 
at the Feaſt ; where a Shate- of the 
Entertainment was punctually- ſent to 
his Wife - and Children; the Num- 
ber:of Sheep ordinarily conſumed of 
theſe occaſions, was proportionable 
to. the Abiliry of him that beſtowed 
them. 

He. impoſed likewiſe ſeveral Pe- 
nances which they were obliged to 
ſubmic-ro, under the pain of being 
expelled from the Sociery of his Fra- 
7. ternity

eternity in , Worſhip; which he -pre- 
tended 40 be. founded upon no; leſs 
Authority., than that of St. John-the 
Baptiſt's,and threatned to inflict the 
ſaddeſt Judgments. upon thole::: as 
ſhould prove Refrattory , and- not 
obey. his Injunctigns. 

The; -,ordinary EN he- laid 
upon theo, were to make them ſtand 
in Cold Water ( without regard to the 
Seaſon, i whether, Froſt or otherwile ) 
during -,hjs pleaſure; -and if there 
were any.more of them upon whom 
this -. Seyeriry was /to - be Inflicted, 
they. were to-pour..Cold Water up- 
on one anothers- Heads until they 
had ſatisfied his T'yrannical Humour. 
This: Diabolical Severity was Evi- 
dence enough, that he was ſent by 
him 'who is the Father of Lies, and 
was a Murtherer from the beginning. + 


He * commanded: that _ every . Fa- 


muly '{hould Slay a Sheep upon the . 


Threſhold 
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Threſhold of their Doors '\, but a 
Knife muſt not 4o 'much as touch 
it, he would have them only- make 
uſe of their Crooked Spades for 
their Inſtruments ro Kill them with ; 
for which, if duly conſidered, , there is 
nothing more improper , [the Edge 
with which he commanded the Sheep s 
Neck to be cur: being almoſt Half 
an Inch thick. Now - this was to bg 
done in the Evening , - and if either 
Young or Old -had Taſted a bit 
of the Meat of .it that Night, the 
cquivalenc Number. of Sheep: were 
to be flain the following Day, after 
the former manner. 

He forbid the: nſe of the Lord's 
: Prayer, Creed, and Ten Command- 
ments, and inſtead of them pre- 
ſcribed Diabolical Forms of his Own. 
His +7 toy and Rhapſodical Forms 
were. often blended with the :Names 
of God, our Bleſled Saviour, and the 


Iramaculate 
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Immiculate Virgin ; he uſed the Þifh 
word Pherſichin, i. e. Verſes, which 
is not known in St. Kilda, nor in 
the North-Weſt Iſles, except to ſuch 
as can Read the Triſþ Tongue. Bur 
that which feems to be moſt ſurpri- 
ſing, in his obſcure Prayers, was his 
mentioning EL1, with the Character 
of our Preſerver. He uſed ſeveral 
unintelligible Words in his Prayers, 
of which he could not tell the meaning 
himſelf ; ſaying only, That he had res 
ceived them implicitly from St. John 
Baptiſt, and delivered them before 
his- Hearers without any Explication. 
He Taught the Women a De- 
vour Hymn, which he called the 
Virgin Mary's, as ſent from her ; this 
Hymn was never delivered in pub- 
lick, but always in a private Houſe, 
or ſome remote place where no Eye 
could fee rhem bur that of Heaven; 


he perſuaded the Innocent Women 


that 
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that it was of ſuch Meric and Efht- 
cacy , that uy one who was able 
ro repeat it by hearc, would not Die 
in Child-bearing : And every Woman 
paid a Sheep to the Impoſtor for 
Teaching her this Hymn. 

The Place and Manner of Teach- 


.ing this Hymn afforded him a fair 


opportunity of Debauching the ſ1m- 
ple Women; and this ſome of their 
number acknowledged to the Mi- 
niſter and me upon. Examination. 

He preſcribed to. all his Auditory, 
long Rhimes, which he called Pfalms; 
thele he ordinarily Sung at his Rhap- 
ſodical Preachments. 

He endeavoured to alter the com- 
mon way of Burying , which was 
by placing the Faces of the, Dead 
to: the Eaſt, and would have per- 
ſuaded them to place them ro the 
South, and that he might prevail the 
more with them ſo to do, .he. placed 

the 
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the Bodies of thoſe of his own Fa: 
mily who happened to Die, facing 
the South ; yer the Inhabitants would 


not follow his Example in this, buc 
continued in their former Practice. 


-  He*perſuaded the Womien, Thar 
if in all things they complied with 
his New Revelation , they ſhould 
be undoubtedly tarried to Heaven ; 
and that in cheit Journy thicher they 
were to pals through the Firrnament 
Riding upon White Horſes. Theſe 
and many more Ridiculous things 
he impoſed upon the People, of 
which this is but an Abſtract. 
This unhappy Fellow to conſe- 
crate ais Enterprize, pitched upon a 
lictle riſing ſpot of Ground , which 
he called John the Baptiſt's Buſh ; 
upon which he ſaid theſe Oracles. were 
delivered by John Baptiſt to him. And 


this Buſh was from that time forwatd 
2 7 Rs bes 
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believed to be Holy Ground ; and 
muſt not be any further Trod up- 
on by any of their Cattel; and if 
by chance one of them happen to 
rouch ir, it muſt be forthwith ſlain 
and eaten by Roderick, and the Owns 
ers ; and if any proved refrafory, and 
were reſolved to ſpare their Catrel, 
2 moſt dreadful Commination was 
mued out againſtthem, of being thence- 
forward excluded from any further 
Fellowſhip with him, until they 
ſhould acknowledge their Faults , 
and comply with. his Luxurious de- 
fires, which to + difobey he made 
them believe was Damnable. It was 
reckoned Meritorious* if any bady 


| had revealed who -had' Tranſgreſled 


the Orders given by him. 

This Impoſtor continued for the 
ſpace of ſeveral Years, without con- 
troul, to delude theſe poor innocent 
well-meaning People , until at laſt 

| L his 
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his Villanous Deſign upon the Women 
was found out, I mean, That he in- 


\ tended to accompliſh under the Mask 
of the Devout Hymn that he Taught 


them, and was firſt diſcovered by 


the Officer's Wife, who by the Im- 
poſtor was firſt profelited to his Falſe 
Doctrines, and after that he would 
have Debauched - her from her Con- 
jugal Fidelity. This Woman was ſo 


Heroically . Virtuous, as ro commu- 


nicate. his lewd Deſign to her Huſ- 


band, who ordered the matter fo 
as to be in another Room hard by 
at the ſame time he ſuppoſed Ro- 
derick would be coming ; there he 
ſtays until this Letcher began to 


careſs his Wite, and then he thought 


himſelf. obliged ſeaſonably to appear 
for her reſcue, and boldly reproved 
. the Impoſtor for his wicked practi- 
"ces, which were ſo widely contrary 
to his Profeſſion, and. that upon 


the 
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the' whole it appeared he had. no 
true Miſſion. 

The Impoſtor was very much ſur- 
prized at this unexpeted and fatal 
diſappointment, which put him into 
an extream diſorder, inſomuch that he 
asked the Officer's Pardon, acknow- 
ledging his Crime, and promiſing 
never to attempt the like again. The 
Officer continued to upbraid him , 
telling him to his face, That he was 
ſet on by ther Devil; that Innocence 
and Chaſtity were always the ef- 
fets of True Religion, and that the 
contrary practices were countenanced 
by Falſe Prophets; and that now 
they needed no other proof of his 
being a Notorious Deceiver : How- 
ever the Impoſtor being had in great 
Reputation, prevailed with the Offi- 
cer to patch up a Friendſhip ' with 
him, who for'the continuance of it, 
condeſcended to be the Impoſtor's 

| ,L 2 Goſſip, 
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Gojip, i. e. Sponſor at the Baptiſm 
of one of his Children; ' of which 
Ceremony there is an account al- 
ready given: When there is no op- 
portunity 'of being * Sponſor to one 
another, and it is neceflary to enter 
into Bonds of Friendſhip at Bap- 
tim ; the Inhabitants of the Weſtern . 
Iſles, ſupplied . this Ceremony. by 
Taſting- a drop of each others 
—_—_— - 


Notwithſtanding this Friendſhip thns 
patch d up between theſe Two, the - 
Impoſtor's miſcarriages got Air, which 
adminiſtred - occation to the moſt 
thinking among them, to doubt 
very much of his Mifhon ; his Fa- 
ther, who was reputed a very Ho- 
neſt Man, cold him frequently, that 
he was a-Deceiver, and would come 
to a fatal end. This Impoſtor Pro- 
pheſted that one of the Inhabitants 
( whoſe 
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( whoſe Name I have forgotten ) was 
to be Killed in a Batrel, which was 
to” be fought in .the Ifle of ' Harries , 
within a limited ſpace of time; 
this - poor unthinking Man relying fo 
much on one whom he thought an 
infallible Oracle, ventured more de- 
ſperately on the Rock than ever be- 
fre fancying he could not fall, bur 


. it happened that he tumbled over 


and was Drowned, at which the In- 
habitants were ſurprized ; however 
the Impoſtor continued in the Exer- 
cile of his pretended Miſſion. 


One of the Inhabitants called Mul- 
donich , alias Lewis, Coulin-German 
to the Impoſtor, had an Ewe which 
brought forch Three Lambs art once, 
they were ſeen to feed upon the 
Buſh pretended to be Sacred, bur 


Lewis would not comply with - the 


Order for Killing the Sheep , and 
LE 3. 7a 
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had the boldneſs to aver, That it 
was an unreaſonable piece of Wor- 
ſhip to. deſtroy ſo many Cartel , 
_ deprive the Owners of their 
uſe, adding withal , That he never 
heard any ſuch thing practiſed in 
any of the Weſtern Iſles upon a Re- 
ligious account, The Impoſtor in- 
Ged upon the Heavenly Command, 
which was to be obſerved by all his 
Followers, adding the dreadful "Threat- 
ning againſt ſuch as proved diſobe- 
dient | 3 but Lewis would by 
no means be prevailed upon, chuſing 
rather to be excluded from the pre- 
tended Worſhip, than to Kill his 
Sheep. x 

The fimple People looked for no 
leſs than a ſpeedy Judgment to be- 
fall this Recuſant, but when nothin 
enſued upon his Diſobedience, all of 
them began to have a leſs Venera- 


tion for the Impoſtor than be-. 
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fore; nay, ſome faid privately. , 
char they might as well have, ven» 
tured to run the ſame riſque with 
Lewis, for the preſervation of their 
Cattel. 

Notwithſtanding all this Villany, 
the Impoſtor continued to maintain 
his AbNorey, until one Night ( for 
it was always at Night that he kept 
his pretended Religious Meetings ) 
by a ſpecial Providence, a Boy of 
the Iſle of Harries, called Fohn ( who 
had ſtaid with his Father a Year 
in. St. Kilda, and was employed in 
mending of their ' Boat ) happened 
to go into the Houſe where Roderick 
was preaching after his uſual man- 
ner; the Boy lurked in the dark, 
and gave his Father an account of 
what he had heard, ſo far as he 
could remember ; all which the Boy's 
Father communicated to the Steward 


upon his- Arrival, who being highly 
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cerned at the Relation given him, 
carried Roderick, along with him to 
the Iſle of Sky before the late Mack- 
Leod, who being informed of this 
Fellow's Impoſtures, did forbid him 
from thar time forward to Preach any 
more on pain of Death. 

This was a great mortification ,, 
as well as diſappointment to the Im- 

ſtor , who ' was poſſeſſed with a 
Foy, that Mack-Leod would hear 
him Preach , and* expected ' no leſs 
than to perſuade hinv to become one 
of his Proſelytes , as he has ſince 
confeſled. 

The Impoſtor Pa That every 
Night after he had aflembled' the 
Peopie , he heard 'a Voice withour , 
ſaying, Come you out ; which when 
he heard, he had no. power to ſtay 
within ; and thar after his -going 
forth , John Baptiſt did meet nh, . 
and InſkcuRted” hum” what he ſhould 


- lay 
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ſay to the ons at that. particular 
meeting. He lays, "That 'Jobn the 
Baptiſt uſed only to repeat the Diſ- 
courſe to him once, -of all which 
the Impoſtor owns he could ſcarcely 
remember one Sentence, ''and there-- 
fore he enquired of John the Baptiſt 
how he ſhould - behave thimfelf- in 
this cale; -and that John che Baptiſt 
recurned this :anſwer, .Go,: you have'xt 5 


| 3 
whicy the Impoſtor | believing , was 


upon his return able- to deliver flu- 


ently all. that he had heard, -and 
would continue ( afcer 'this/his way of 
Preaching ) for ſeveral Hours together, 
uncil he had | lultd - moſt» of his 
Hearers aſleep. 

When the above-mentioned Earth- 
quake was over, one” of the Inha- 
bitants enquired ' of 'the Impoſtor 
with admiration, How the Rock was 
made to tremble? He anſwered, That 
it was the effect of” pleaſant Mu- 
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fick- played by a Devour © Saint -in a 
Ghwch under ground: His Neigh- 
bour owned his love for Muſick, 
bur heartily wiſhed never to hear 
any  more-of - this 'kind, -which carried 
{o-;great terror- along with it. 


The - Impoſtor owned the truth 
of alt this Account, firſt to the Mi- 
niſter- and - me, and then he did 
the» ſame publickly after | Divine 
Service, in the preſence. of all the 
Inhabitants,-and ſuch as were come 
to that- place from the Ifle .of Har- 
ries, The Miniſter and Congrega- 
tion jointly - prayed for Repentance 
and Pardon to 'this poor ' Wretch , 
which when ended, we carried” him 
and- all -the Inhabitants to the Buſh 
pretended to be Sacred ; he himlelf 
leading the Van,- was commanded 
to 'Raze to the Ground a parr of 
thar Wall -which' he had ordered to 
be 
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be built round the ſaid Buſh ( which 


otherwiſe would in - a. ſhort time 
have. proved ſuch a Purgatory , ..as 
might have robb'd . them of all their 
Goods) which he -and . the Inhabi- 

rants did in the ſpace of an Hour; - 
we made - them ſcatter the: Stones 
up and down, .in the Field, leſt their. 
Poſterity * might ſee, ſuch at Monu- 
ment of Folly and Ignorance. We 
Reproved ' the. Credulous, People for 
complymg implicitly with ſuch Fol- 
lies and Deluſgons .as ,were delivered 
to them by. the Impoſtor;, and all 
of them with once Voice. anſwered, 


That what they did was . Unac- 


countable ; but ſeeing. one of their _. 


own. number .and ſtamp in. all re- 
ſpecs, endued, as they Encied, with 
a powerful faculty of Preaching fo 
fluently and frequently, and pretend- 
ing to Converſe with John the Baptiſt, 
they were .inducd to believe his 
Miſſion 
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Miſſion from Heaven, and therefore 
complied with his Commands with- 
out . difpute, and the rather, becauſe 
he did fiot change 'their Laws of 
Neighbourhood. | 


They do now regret their wan- 
dring, and hope that God may 
pardon their Error, ſince what the 
did was with a delign ( though a 


miſtaken one) to ſerve .him. 


They are now overjoyed to find 
chemſelves 'undeceived,” and the Light
